Fighter-Bombers 
Ham m ering Reds 


DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — The United States is 
more deeply involved in fighting 
in Laos than many official re 
ports indicate 
U S. F105 and F100 Jet fighter- 
bombers regularly ham m er mil­ 
itary installations, bridges and 
other targets in Laos The raids 
often involve up to a dozen or 
more jet aircraft 
Some pilots 
have flown more than 30 combat 
missions to Laos in two months. 
The targets usually are con­ 
nected 
with infiltration along 
the Ho Chi Minh trail winding 
from North Viet Nam through 
Laos to South Viet Nam. 
However, it is blieved many

But it is used as a disinfectant j 
and chlorination is one of the 
most widely accepted methods I 
of disinfecting w a t e r at t h e 
present time. 
This is all true. But chlorine 
bleach can be dangerous if rn 
ed with certain household clean­ 
ing agents, 
Liquid chlorine b l e a c h is 
used in practically every A m er-; 
lean household. It is used pri- j 
m anly as a laundry aid. But, in 
a d d i t i o n , it has excellent 
disinfectant properties. There- j 
fore, it has many uses in th e 
general cleaning and sanitation 
of the home. 
Laundry d e t e r g e n t s are 
cleaning 
agents. 
Bleach 
and 
laundry detergents are mixed 
by millions 
of 
homemakers 
each week. However, we know 
this is not a hazard to health as I 
we ourselves have done it sever­ 
al times rn our lifetime. 
Like any o t h e r household 
chemical, 
c h l o r i n e blea' 
should be used only according 
to directions. However. wi t 
long * term fam iliarity with the 
product, the label is frequent 
ly overlooked or disregarded. 
Liquid chlorine bleaches wil1 j 
vary in strength of the solution 
from brand to brand. 
Strongly 
a c i d i c 
ingredi­ 
ents are used in most toilet bowl 
cleaners and in some rust re-1 
movers so that these products 
should never be mixed with 
chlorine bleach. There is t h e 
possibility that unpleasantly ir*j 
ritating or e v e n 
dangerous 
amounts of chlorine gas could 
be released under some condi­ 
tions. 


Under most circumstances, 
the release of chlorine fumes 
from a mixture of bleach and 
an acid c l e a n e r will not re­ 
sult in a dangerous situation 
Even more im portant 
is t he 
fact that the presence of chlor­ 
ine f u m e s is immediately ob­ 
vious because they are extrem e­ 
ly irritating even at low concen­ 
trations. 
It s e e m s probable 
that these irritant 
properties 
and the c h I o r i n e odor would 
provide 
adequate warning 
in 
most situations for a person to 
get away from the fumes with­ 
out harm. 
However, the possibility that 
an extrem e set of circumsta 
es would r e s u l t in injury 
seems to be an adequate jus' 
fication for warning consumers 
against those hazards on the la­ 
bels of chlorine bleaches a n d 
toilet bowl cleaners. 
Another c o rn rn on m aterial 
which should not be mixed wit’* 
chlorine b l e a c h is household 
ammonia. Such a mixture us­ 
ually results in the evolution of 
chloramine fumes. 
Some scouring powders con­ 
tain chlorine b l e a c h but in 
amounts insufficient to release 
d a n g e r o u s 
concentratio: 
of chloramine or chlorine gas 
when i-i’*ed with other chemi 
cals. 
These same precautions also 
apply

powdered 
chlorine 
bleaches. They form hypochlor 
ite once they are in solution. 
Household chlorine b l e a c h 
should not be used in combina­ 
tion with household ammonic 
nor with products containing a 
strong acid.

Substitution Rule Is New 


Provision for Feed Grain 


By GEORGE HAMRICK

A provision in the 1965 feed 
gram program enables farm ers 
to substitute wheat acres for 
feed grain acres, or feed grain 
acres for wheat acres. 
This substitution plan is new 
this year and applies to farms 
that have both a feed grain 
base and a wheat allotment, 
according to Dr. John Rottum, 
Ohio State University Exten­ 
sion economist. To receive the 
benefits 
of 
the substitution 
plan, 
a farmer must have 
signed an Intention to partici­ 
pate in the wheat program 
last fall and must state his 
Intentions to take part in the 
feed grain program by Mar. 
26. the deadline for feed grain 
signup 
The Mar 26 date also is the 
deadline for wheat producers 
who have signed up for the 
wheat program to change their 
intentions. 
Dr. Bottum explains the sub­ 
stitution plan this way: Suppose 
a farm er has a 1965 wheat al­ 
lotment of IO acres and a feed 
gram base of 40 acres, for a 
combined total base of 50 acres. 
• i i 
THE LAW requires that he 
reduce his feed grain base acre­ 
age by a minimum of 20 per 
cent, or eight acres. This means 
that be has 42 acres of the 50 
left on which he can grow wheat 
or corn in any combination so 
long as the total acreage does 
not exceed 42 acres 
Actually, a farm er does not 
have to comply with his wheat 
allotment to participate in the 
feed grain program, unless he 
wishes to use the substitution 
plan. But he still must maintain 
bis normal conserving acreage 
to be eligible for the feed grain 
benefits, the economist says. 
Thus, 
an increase in wheat 
acreage m eans a reduction m
